Back  in  1948,  we  were  116  eager,  yet  somewhat  apprehensive,  young  boys  and  girls  setting  out  on  a 
glorious  twelve-year  adventure.  For  some,  it  began  the  total  formal  preparation  for  life  in  this  fast- 
moving  space  age .  For  others  it  was  to  be  the  stepping  stone  for  additional  training.  For  all  of  us,  it  was 
the  gateway  to  a  vast  world  of  knowledge,  which  we  opened  little  by  little  as  we  went  along. 

In  the  primary  g  r  a  de  s  we  give  our  thanks  to  those  who  taught  us  to  read  and  write  and  find  our  way 
around  school.  The  great  event  of  entering  high  school  was  made  possible  by  the  nurture  and  guidance 
given  us  by  those  devoted  teachers  in  the  lower  grades. 

As  we  entered  high  school,  our  class  of  96  students  was  divided  into  three  sections  with  Mrs.  Louise 
Haney,  Mr.  James  Washburn  and  Mr.  Donald  Thomas  as  homeroom  teachers.  The  changes  from  grammar 
school  were  great,  but  we  adjusted  quickly  to  the  new  situation.
